COMMISSION VICE PRESIDENT SOAMES AND OECD SECRETARY 
GENERAL VAN LENNEP OF FOREGOING AND THAT DEPUTY SECRETARY, 
MRS. RUSH AND PARTY (APPROXIMATELY 20 PERSONS INCLUDING 
SENIOR DEPT. OFFICIAL AND WIFE, AND CREW OF 12) INTEND 

VISIT POSTS IN ACCORDANCE WITH ITINERARY IN PARA 3 
BELOW. POSTS SHOULD ADVISE HOST GOVERNMENTS THAT WE

4. IN ACCORDANCE WITH ITINERARY OUTLINED IN FOREGOING 
PARAGRAPH, POSTS ARE REQUESTED TO SUBMIT PROPOSED 
SCHEDULE FOR DEPUTY SECRETARY'S BILATERAL CONSULTATIONS 
IN EACH OF CAPITALS. (OUR SUGGESTIONS ARE SET FORTH IN 
FOLLOWING PARAS.) IN PREVIOUS TRIPS ABROAD, DEPUTY 
SECRETARY HAS CALLED ON CHIEFS OF STATE AND/OR HEADS OF 
GOVERNMENT AND FOREIGN MINISTERS AND HAS HELD PRESS CON- 
FERENCES ON THE RECORD, BUT WE RECOGNIZE THAT SPECIAL 
CIRCUMSTANCES MAY REQUIRE VARYING FORMAT IN EUROPEAN 
CAPITALS. 

FOR BELGRADE: HOPE PROGRAM CAN BE BUILT 
AROUND VISIT TO TITO (POSSIBLY AT BRIONI) WHICH WOULD BE 
MAIN CENTERPIECE AND RATIONALE FOR VISIT. SHOULD IT BE 
POSSIBLE COMBINE THIS WITH SUNDAY RECREATIONAL STOP 
ON ADRIATIC THIS WOULD BE DESIRABLE. OTHERWISE WE ASSUME 
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VISIT TO PRIME MINISTER (EXPECIALLY IN VIEW REPORTED 
ENFORCED REST OF FOREIGN MINISTER ) WOULD BE APPROPRIATE. 
ADDITIONAL PROGRAM SHOULD NOT BE OVERLOADED. EMBASSY'S 
RECOMMENDATIONS WELCOMED. 

FOR BONN: NO APPOINTMENTS SHOULD BE ARRANGED FOR EVENING, 
JUNE 4. ON JUNE 5, DEPUTY SECRETARY WOULD WELCOME EARLY 
MORNING BRIEFING MEETING WITH AMBASSADOR HILLENBRAND. 
FOLLOWING BRIEF SUBSEQUENT MEETING WITH EMBASSY STAFF, 
DEPUTY SECRETARY WOULD LIKE TO CALL ON FOREIGN MINISTER 
SCHEEL. IT WOULD THEN BE USEFUL TO HAVE SOME KIND OF 
WORKING LUNCHEON AT WHICH SENIOR FRG OFFICIAL CONCERNED 
WITH EC AND ATLANTIC MATTERS WOULD BE INCLUDED. AFTER 
LUNCH, CALLS ON BRANDT AND SCHMIDT PLUS ONE OR TWO OTHER 
MINISTERS SHOULD BE ARRANGED FOLLOWED BY PRESS CONFERENCE 
WITH BOTH GERMANS AND AMERICAN PRESS REPRESENTATIVES. 

FOR OECD PARIS: PARTY PLUS OTHERS IN OECD DELEGATION TO 
MINISTERIAL WILL REQUIRE APPROXIMATELY 45 HOTEL ROOMS. 
PLEASE BLOCK OUT SUITE AT CRILLON FOR DEPUTY SECRETARY 
AND MRS. RUSH ONE DOUBLE FOR SENIOR OFFICER WITH WIFE 
PLUS AT LEAST FIFTEEN SINGLES WITH BATH. WOULD 
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APPRECIATE MISSION S TENTATIVE RECOMMENDATIONS ON WHETHER 
U.S. SHOULD HOST SOCIAL OCCASION AND OF WHAT TYPE. 

FOR EMBASSY PARIS: ASSUMING THAT NEW FRENCH GOVERNMENT 
IN PLACE BY MAY 3 1 , DEPUTY SECRETARY WOULD HOPE CALL 
ON PRESIDENT AND MEET WITH FOREIGN MINISTER, FINANCE 
MINISTER AND SENIOR OFFICIALS IN ELYSEE AND MATIGNON. 

DEPUTY SECREARY PRESENTLY PLANS DEPART FOR BELGRADE 
IN MID- AFTERNOON. 

FOR ROME: WE ASSUME THAT DEPUTY SECRETARY'S PROGRAM IN 
ROME MIGHT INCLUDE MEETINGS WITH FOREIGN MINISTER (AS 
WELL AS MEETING WITH OTHERS AT FOREIGN MINISTRY), 

DEFENSE MINISTER, AND COURTESY CALL ON PRIME MINISTER 
AS WELL AS LUNCH OR DINNER HOSTED BY GOI. 

FOR THE HAGUE: WE ASSUME DEPUTY SECRETARY'S SCHEDULE 
WOULD INCLUDE APPOINTMENTS WITH FOREIGN MINISTER VAN 
DE STOEL, DEFENSE MINISTER VREDELING, AND OTHER DUTCH 
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LEADERS EMBASSY CONSIDERS APPROPRIATE AS WELL AS COURTESY 
CALL ON PRIME MINISTER. WE WOULD HOPE THAT LUNCH MAY 28 
COULD BE ARRANGED TO PROVIDE DEPUTY SECRETARY WITH ADDI- 
TIONAL CONTACTS, WHETHER THE LUNCH IS HOSTED BY EMBASSY 
OR GON. 

FOR BRUSSELS (USEC,USNATO AND EMBASSY): WE WILL BE 

WORKING OUT WITH YOU IN NEAR FUTURE MORE DETAILED 
SCHEDULE FOR JUNE 6-7 US-EC CONSULTATIONS AND FOR 
DEPUTY SECRETARY'S APPOINTMENTS WITH BELGIAN, NATO AND 
COMMUNITY OFFICIALS. WE ASSUME THESE APPOINTMENTS WILL 
INCLUDE ORTOLI, VAN ELSLANDE, LUNS. AND OTHERS WHOM YOU 
MIGHT SUGGEST, DEPENDING UPON THE TIME AVAILABLE DURING 
THE CONSULTATIONS. 

5. DEP SEC WILL TRAVEL IN U.S. AIRFORCE VC 135. POSTS 
WILL BE ADVISED OF TECHNICAL FLIGHT AND SECURITY 
ARRANGEMENTS. IF POSTS ARE AWARE OF ANY SPECIAL 
NEEDS, SUCH AS AIRPORT CAPABILITY TO RECEIVE PLANE, 

LOCAL SECURITY CAPABILITIES ETC., PLEASE ADVISE DEPT.
